The Pennsylvania Station during the four years beginning with 1906 
and ending with 1909, conducted a four year test of 17 varieties, in which Harvest 
King gave an average yield of 34 bushels per acre, and ranked second in the list 
of 17 varieties.

In a 19 year test at same Station, of five varieties—Reliable, Ontario Wonder, 
Dietz Longberry, Fultz, and Fulcaster—the latter variety led and gave an average 
yield for the 19 years (from 1890 to 1909) of 31.7 bushels per acre. 

In sections to the south and west of the Pennsylvania borders Lancaster Fulcaster 
may be sown with equal assurance of success.
